an income, so his wife claims, of 
about $140

Among the numbers of men who 
have leaped from., comparative pov­

Although much has been said and 
written about him, as a matter of 
course, but few persons are acquaint­ 
ed with his early life, and the fact 
he was at one time a resident of this 
city has never been made public. As 
a reporter was passing down Main 
street yesterday, a gentleman stand­ 
ing at the corner of Twelfth street 
remarked: 
"You see that building 
qver there ? pointing to a house on 
the north-west corner of Twelfth and 
Main. 
Upon the reporter replying 
in the affirmative, he continued: 
"I 
suppose it would surprise a number 
ot persons to know that Mackey once 
lived there and kept a saloon. 
The 
story is not generally known, as he 
was not a man of wide acquaintance, 
and when he left the city, all thought 
of him died out. - Of those who used 
to take .drinks from his hands across 
the counter, but few recognize him 
in his new sphere. 


BEHIND THE BAR. 


•'Along about 1845, Mackey came 
to this city in company with one or 
two others iff search of employment. 
He wis a young man, strong, active 
and witling to work at almost arty- 
thidg which would afford him a good 
living. Ah old twdstdry frame build­ 
ing stood at the' corner over there, 
and the front room had been used as 
a saloon. 
The proprietor closed up 
a few months before, however, and 
the building, was left without a tenant. 
Mackey had some little money, and 
as the location was a good one he 
resolved to start a bar room 
there. 
He made a bargain with the proprie 
tor and secured the place, opening 
up a week later. 
The room and its 
fixtures would be in strong contrast 
with the fine saloons of the present 
day, with their gilded counters and 
fancy bar. 
The 
walls were cov­ 
ered with a simple coat of white paint, 
and the counter was a long narrow 
one made out of pitie' boards. 
Be­ 
hind it was a Shelf on which sat some 
bottles and glasses. 
His coming was 
not taken much notice of and none 
felt enough interest to inquire from 
whence he came or who he was. 
He 


that he>was once dependent himself, 
and his charity has been great. 
He 
is a member of the Catholic church, 
and established an orphan asylum fer 
the children of that denomination in 
Nevada City, which he still supports. 
He 
is always ready to 
give 
for 
charity's sake, 
and in addition is 
polite and couiteous to everybody."— 
Louisville Courier Journal.

A question has arisen as to whether 
this large amount of money will be 
demanded in gold or silver. 
A sud­ 
den rise of the latter in New York 
and London has led the public to be­ 
lieve that silver may be called for in­ 
stead of gold. 
Should the . yellow 
metal be wanted where is it to come 
from ? 
Of late the United States has 
been receiving a considerable amount 


of gold from abroad through the sale 


of its bonds. 
The same parties, how 
ever that are sending that metal to 
this 
country 
have a contract to 
furnish Austria with $40,000,000 of 
the same article. 
The United States 
being a gold producing country, will 
naturally be looked to lor a large 
amount, probably in fact all she can 
produce, to pay this large demand. 
Wherever the amount comes from it 


is bound to upset all of the present 
financial ideas of the civilized world. 


Should silver be demanded, instead 


of gold, there will probably be a way 
out of the silver question that its most 
ardent 
friends 
would 
never have 
thought of. 
This demand of so 
large an amount of silver may pos 
sibly be paid by China, but in so do 


ing her country will he depleted of 
that metal and she will have to look 
to some country for a refreshment of 
her currency. 
In this respect our 
country is a large producer of silver 
and has it on harjd in good sized 
quantities. 
She could supply silver 
much easier than gold and it called 
upon to do so the United States 
would quickly enter upon a line of 
prosperity the like of which has 
never been seen in the world. Every 


day will now count as to what action 


may be taken. 
The news in regard 
to this matter will be seized with 
avidity. 
The change which is seem­ 
ingly sure, may be good for this 
country or it may be bad, according 
to the final answer, silver or gold.
